No te. — In the following Accounts of the Income and Expenditure of Ireland, the Receipts o£ 
and Expenditure out of, certain specially Appropriated Duties are distinguished, their amounts having 
passed through the Irish Exchequer, and formed part of the Public Expenditure, though applied 
to Local Purposes. 

From the period of the Revolution the Total Net Receipts of Customs, Excise, and the Crown 
Lands were paid into the Irish Exchequer, without distinguishing the several amounts, by the 
Commissioners of the Revenues of Customs and Excise, under whose control and direction the 
Revenues of the Crown Lands were collected and managed. This system was continued until 1800, 
when separate Boards of Customs and Excise were appointed. 

On the Expenditure side of these Accounts the Extraordinary Payments by King’s Letters are 
distinguished, both in the Civil and Military Services, up to the year 1794, when the Public 
Expenditure of Ireland was brought more immediately under the control of Parliament. Previously 
to 1794, the Public Expenditure of Ireland yms regulated chiefly by the Royal Authority, acting 
by Sign Manual Warrants granted from time to time, and authorising the several yearly payments 
under the two general heads of the Civil Establishment, and the Military Establishment, with the 
provision that no addition or alteration was to be made to the yearly charge except under the 
directions of Special Warrants under the authority of the Crown.

Receipts into and Issues from the Exchequer ; distinguishing the Amounts 
raised by Creation of Debt, and the Amounts applied to the Reduction of 
Debt ; showing also the Balances in the Exchequer at the beginning and 
end of each Year. 



Explanatory Notes. 

1. In the following Accounts of the Gross Public Income and Expenditure of Great Britain, from 1001 to 
1810 inclusive, the Amounts of Gross Income comprise the Exchequer Receipts, as shown in the Exchequer 
ami Treasury Revenue Books, with the addition of the amounts of Gross Revenue applied in its progress to 
the Exchequer, to the payment of the costs of collection and management of the Revenue, and to other pay- 
ments for national objects, os shown in the Finance Accounts ; they also comprise the extra Receipts of tne 
Naval and Military Departments applied by these Departments to Navy and Army Services, so far as they 
cau he ascertained' from the official Docks. The Services to which these amounts of Gross Revenue and of 
extra Receipts were applied are also included on the Expenditure sido of the Accounts. 

2. In the amount of charges of collection and management of Revenue, is included the charge for Irish 
Post Office Packets, as stated in the Finance Accounts, the whole expense of the Post Office Packet Esta- 
blishment having been defrayed out of the British Post Office Revenue, and the whole of tho profits of that 
Establishment, subject to tho following payment to Ireland, being received by the British Office. By 
24 Geo. 3, c. 0, an annual allowance of 4,000 1. (increased to 9,000 1. from Stli July 1816, per 55 Geo. 3, 
c. 145) was paid by the English to the Irish Post Office, as Ireland's share of the estimated profit of tho 
Packet Postage between the two countries. This amount, included in the Total Gross Post Office Revenue 
of Great Britain upon the receipt Bide of the Finance Accounts, ami accounted for, per contru, us a payment to 
Ireland, amongst the Charges of Management, is here excluded from both sides of the Account as belong- 
ing to the Revenue of Ireland. A similar course is adopted with respect to the ninounts of Irish Ininnd 
Postage received in Great Britain. 

3. In the charges of Collection of tho Revenue paid out of Gross Revenue, on the Expenditure side, 
certain payments from the Exchequer of small sums to the Receivers of Land and Assessed Taxes are 
included, being in addition to the amount paid out of tho Gross Revenue for management, as stated in the 
Finance Accounts. These annual sums will be shown separately in Appendix to Part II. 

4. From tire “ other Payments for National Objects out of Gross Revenue,” as stated in the Finance 
Accounts for each year, certain Imprest Advances to Collectors, &e. ara liore excluded, the amounts being 
subsequently accounted for, botli on the* Income and Expenditure side. These amounts would have been 
more correctly included under the head of “ Balances of Gross Revenue outstanding in tho hands of Col- 
lectors, &o.," to which head they were transferred in 1822, in pursuance of the recommendation of the 
Finance Committee of that year. 

5. The Net Income only of tho Crown Bands is included in these Accounts, ns stated in the annual Balance 
Sheets prepared and presented to Parliament up to the present time, and in tile Finance Accounts. This 
practice appears to have been adopted in consequence of the peculiar nature of this head of receipt. The 
income of the Crown Lands is more particularly a special and material source of the Hereditary Revenues, 
which are surrendered to Parliament for the public use, during the lifetime of the existing Sovereign only, 
and tho net produce which is paid into the Exchequer from year to year alone becomes available for tiie 
public Expenditure. From the mode also in which the Accounts of the Crown Lands wore kept up to 
comparatively a recent period, the sales and purchases of lands have been included in the Gross Income and 
expenses of management j and all charges for the improvements of the Crown property, aud especially of the 
Woods and Forests, to which nearly, if not all, the receipts arising from them have been appropriated, have 
also been included in the annual Expenditure out of the Gross Revenue. These items belong strictly to the 
Capital Account ; and it would not, therefore, he correct to include theiramounts in the Annual Income and 
Expenditure of the Crown Lands. An Abstract Account of the Gross Receipt from the Crown Lands, 
applicable to Expenditure in each year from 1801 to 1800 inclusive, and of such Expenditure, will bo shown 
separately in Appendix to Fart II. 

0. The Receipts of, and Expenditure out of, certain specially appropriated Duties, which were included in 
the preceding Accounts of Net Income and Expenditure, from 1088 to 1800 inclusive, are also included in 
the following Accounts of Gross Income and Expenditure up to 5th January 1017, their amounts having 
passed through the Exchequer, though applied to local purposes. 

7. The payments for Miscellaneous Civil Services out of Supplies me arranged in Classes, according 
to the present practice, which was first adopted by the Treasury in 1043. {See Memorandum on the 
Classification of the Miscellaneous Estimates, Report of Committee on Miscellaneous Expenditure, 1848, 
Part 2.)

Explanatory Notes. 



1. In the following Accounts of the Gross Public Income and Expenditure of Ireland, from 1001 to IBIG 
inclusive, the amounts of Gross Income comprise the Receipts of the Irish Exchequer, with the addition of 
the amounts of Gross Revenue applied, in its progress to the Exchequer, to the payment of Costs of Collection 
and Management of tile Revenue, and to other payments for national objects, as shown in the Annual 
Finance Accounts. The Services to which these amounts of Gross Revenue were applied are also shown on 
the Expenditure side of the Accounts. 

2. Up to 1806 the Total Net. Receipts of Customs, Excise, Taxes, and the Crown Lands were paid into 
the Irish Exchequer, without distinguishing the several amounts of these heads of Revenue, by the Com- 
missioners of tile Revenues of Customs end Excise, under whose control and direction the Assessed Taxes 
and the Revenues of the Crown Lands were nlso collected and managed. Although tire Gross Receipts 
under these several heads were shown in tire Annual Returns to Parliament, the Repayments, Drawbacks, &c., 
ond the oilier Payments out of these several Gross Receipts are not distinguished j the several amounts of the 
Gross Receipts under these liends applicable to Public Expenditure, as shown in these Accounts, ennnot con- 
sequently be distinguished. In 1806 separate Boards of Customs and Excise were appointed, and from this 
year tile Gross Receipts of Customs are shown separately in these Accounts : but the same practice was 
continued with respect to the Gross Receipts of Excise, 'faxes, and the Crown Lands until 1027, when the 
management of the Revenues of the Crown Lands in Ireland was transferred from the Board of Excise to 
the same management as the Revenues of the Crown Lands in England, per 7 & 0 Geo. 4, c. 60. 

3. The Receipts of, and Expenditure out of, certain specially appropriated Duties, are separately distin- 
guished in these Accounts from 1801 to 1810 inclusive, their amounts having passed through the Irish 
Exchequer and been made applicabio to the Public Expenditure, though applied to local purposes. 

4. The payments for the Miscellaneous Supply Civil Services, out of the Annual Grants of Parliament, 
arc arranged in Classes, according to the present practice, which was first adopted by the Treasury in 1043. 
(Fee Memorandum on the Classification of the Miscellaneous Estimates, Report of Committee on Miscel- 
laneous Estimates, 1848, Part 2.)

On 1st January 1801, the date of the Union, the relative liabilities of the two countries 
for their respective public debts amounted in value to 32(1,808,585 1. for Groat Britain, 
and 23,198,810/. for Ireland, being as 28-4 to 2; whilst the annual charge of unredeemed 
debt was 17,338,567/. and 1,244,465/ respectively, or nearly as 28 to 2. It may he 
important to consider the circumstances under which the public debt of Ireland boro so 
small a proportion to the debt of Great Britain, when compared with their estimated 
relative resources ; the more particularly as it was provided by the same article of the 
Treaty of Union that, at any time thereafter, when the values of their respective debts 
should be in the same proportion to each other as their respective contributions to the 
joint expenditure, it should be competent to Parliament that the whole future expen- 
diture should be defrayed by equal taxes imposed on the two countries. 

But small as was the public debt of Ireland at the time of the Union, when compared 
with the public debt of Great Britain, yet it was still proportionally very much loss 
immediately before the beginning of the war with France, in 1792. At that time the 
nominal amount of principal of the Funded and Unfunded Debt of each country was 
respectively 237,408,669/ and 2,254,752 Z, or as 215 to 2. These sums, however, do not 
include the amounts of Life and Terminable Annuities, which bore a larger ratio in 
Ireland to the remaining portion of the debt, than in Great Britain. A more just com- 
parison may be made 01 the annual charge, of the unredeemed public debt of the two 
countries, that of Great Britain being, on 5th January 1793, 9,301,084/, and of Ireland, 
131,095/, or as 141 to 2. 

From 1792, with the greatly increasing expenditure caused by the war, to which 
Ireland was then called upon to contribute, the public debt of Ireland also proportionally 
increased, and necessarily in a far greater ratio of increase than the debt of Great Britain. 
It may be seen, from the figures already stated, that the actual increase of the annual 
charge of the public debt of each country from the beginning of the French war up to the 
period of the Union, amounted to 8,693,350 1 in Great Britain, ancl 1,113,370/ in Ireland, 
or as 17 to 2. Thus whilst the actual increase of the annual charge of the debt 
of Great Britain during this period was 93 per cent., that of Ireland was no less than 849 
per cent.

The cause of the very considerable difference in the amounts of the pnblic debt of the Ireland exemplfrom 
two countries at the period of the Union, is at once therefore obvious. For a few years c “ tr S'" s l “ 
only previously to the Union, had Ireland borne any share of the general war expenditure tu«! previously to 
of the empire. The first increase to her public debt arising from such expenditure occurred 1702.1 and to tiie 
in 1793. Even up to the period of the Union, Ireland’s contributions to the general war naval expenditure, 
expenditure were confined to the Army and Ordnance Services. She contributed no J^evionaly to the 
amount whatever towards the navy expenditure, until she was called upon to pay her 1 n ' 
proportionate share of such expenditure after the Union, upon the settlement of the joint 
expenditure account, in pursuance of the provisions of the Act of Union. 

If the information could now be ascertained, it would be interesting to learn the precise Circumstances under 
circumstances under which Ireland was thus for the first time, in 1793, called upon to which Ireland first 
bear her share of the general war expenditure of the empire. But this information has expenditure unecr- 
becn sought in vain. It is certain, however, that the burden was first begun to bo placed ’ 

upon her at a period before the Union was either accomplished or even contemplated. 

It would indeed appear that Ireland undertook this participation of the general war 
expenditure on the first occasion of the occurrence of hostilities after the passing of the 
relaxing linos of 1782 and 1793, and as a consequence of the concessions then made to her. 

Some evidence of this having been the ease may be found in the following extract from 
the reported speech of one who had himself been one of the most distinguished members of 
the last, Irish Parliament.

“ From 1793, when the principal relaxing law was passed, Ireland assumed a place !’• 277 • 
among nations which she had never before attained. She became a powerful assistant 
of this great empire, and was associated with her in the high destiny of administering 
the affairs and promoting the civilization of the world.” 



It is certain, also, that the very large amount of the public debt of Groat Britain at the 
time of the Union, relatively to that of Ireland, was caused by the whole burden of the 
expenditure of the wars before that with France, which broke out in 1792, having been 
placed on Great Britain alone. A very little consideration of the origin and progress 
of the public debts of the two countries up to that period will prove tliis fact 

It should be borne in mind that the expenditure defrayed out of monies raised by 
creation of debt in aid of the charges of the several wars in which this kingdom was 
engaged from the period of the Revolution, was a portion only of the total cost of such 
wars. A more correct estimate of the total cost including the expenditure defrayed out 
of yearly revenue raised for this purpose, will be found amongst the explanatory notes in 
Part II.

In order to meet this amount, nnd pro- 
proportionate amount of joint expenditure, together with the estimated separate expendi- portion for each 
ture of each country, the necessary Ways and Means were provided, partly from revenue, uount, '>'- 
and partly from money raised by creation of debt. The separate debts of eacli country 
were thus augmented in each year during the whole period of the 16 years, by raising 
money to provide for estimated expenditure only. 

This estimated joint expenditure apportioned to each country was calculated upon the 
several proportions of 15-17ths and 2-17ths of the total amounts of the Military, Naval, 
and Miscellaneous Supply Charges, as well as Consolidated Fund Charges, to be defrayed 
in the two countries, and taken to be joint expenditure.

Although it was necessary thus to agree beforehand upon the amount of the estimated 
joint expenditure, and its apportionment to each country, in order to determine and to 
provide the necessary ways and means to meet it, yet no further action could he taken for 
the final settlement of the accounts until after the close of tire year, when the total 
actual expenditure in each country could be ascertained. A cause of far greater delay in 
the settlement of the accounts arose from the fact that there existed no recognised or 
authorised tribunal for the examination of the accounts, and for determining what portion 
of the whole actual expenditure should bo considered as joint expenditure to be apportioned 
between the two countries, and the amounts of the relative proportions, or for deter- 
mining the principles upon which the accounts of the joint expenditure should bo regulated ; 
these principles not being distinctly laid down in the seventh article of the Treaty of 
Union, which refers in general terms only to the proportionate contributions of each 
kingdom towards the expenditure of the United Kingdom, “other than the interest and 
charges of the debt to which cither country should be separately liable.” 

There appears to be no record of even any attempt towards a settlement of the accounts 
of the joint expenditure until 1804. In that year the Irish Budget was brought forward 
by Mr. Forster, us a private Member, after Mr. Corry’s resignation, and before a new 
Irish Chancellor of the Exchequer was appointed. He is reported to have said that— 

“ Although the Union with Ireland had been four years in operation, and though Com- 
mittees had been appointed to investigate the joint accounts between the two countries, 
yet to this hour no balance had been struck to show liow the two countries had been going 
on, or whether Ireland was paying more or less than her quota to the common expense. 
But although the short remnant of the Session might not afford opportunity to produce 
any satisfactory result upon this head, he hoped, the commencement of the next, to have 
the accounts in such a state of forwardness us to be able to show a clear statement.”

It is probable that this is an imperfect report of wlmt was actually said by Mr. Forster, 
as there is no record of any Committees being appointed during these years for the 
purpose of investigating the accounts, or of the proceedings of any such Committees. 

In March 1805, a Committee of the House of Commons was first appointed to examine 
and report the amount of the joint charge from 1801, with a view to ascertain tire 
balance due from either country to the other. This Committee made no report. 

In the next Session (1806) a Committee was appointed for the like purpose, and 
reported “That they had not been able to report the joint charge on Great Britain

incs!' ar ^ * >rocee " diture, in consequence of nn error in the formation of the accounts transmitted to them 
from Ireland, in which the sums expended lor services nrior to the Union woro not 
distinguished with sufficient exactness. They had thought themselves bound to call 
before them such officers as they supposed were most capable of giving them information 
as to the mode of keeping and auditing the public accounts in Ireland, with a view to 
ascertain in wiiat manner the intentions of Parliament could best he carried into effect; 
and having discovered, by the cvidcnco taken before them, to what offices application 
must be made for these accounts, they lmd directed their Chairman to move that the said 
accounts be laid before the House of Commons early in tho next Session of Parliament. 
They had therefore the satisfaction of believing that their investigation had led to put 
the business referred to them in such a train as to leave no doubt that, should tho 
Committee be revived in the ensuing Session, they would then ho able to present a 
definite report on the subject.” 

With reference to the accounts mentioned in the Report aa being directed to he moved 
for by tho Chairman, there appears to he no further record of them, than the following 
entry in the Commons Journals : “ 11 July 1806. Committee reported.” 

Meanwhile the first allusion to any definite balance being struck on the joint account 
between the two countries appears in the Budget of Sir John Newport, the Irish Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, on 7 th May 1806. He is reported to have said, “There was 
another sum lie hoped to have looked to this year, in aid of the ways and means of Ireland, 
and that was tho balance due to Ireland upon the joint contribution, amounting to 
860,000/. But upon examining the accounts for last year, it appeared that the excess of 
payment on the part of Great Britain was 560,000 /., and tho remaining 300,000/. was 
absorbed by the monoy advanced by England for the payment of the Lottery prizes. 

There appears to he no record of the evidence and accounts produced before the 
Committee of 1806, and referred to in their report, and no further proceedings were taken 
for a definitive settlement of the joint account till 1811.

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In pursuance of this recommendation, Parliament, during the following Session, passed 
the Act 5G Geo. 3, c. 98, by which the revenues of the two countries were consolidated, 
and made applicable indiscriminately to the expenditure of the United Kingdom, from 5 th 
January 1817. 

le general service of the United Kingdom. 

In 1817, this Act was amended by the 57 Geo. 3, c. 48, for making further provision 
for the adjustment of the accounts of the United Kingdom. Under sect. 4, all balances 
due from Great Britain to Ireland, or from Ireland to Great Britain, in any manner arising 
out of the joint contribution of each country to the expenses of the United Kingdom 
under the Act of Uniou, were cancelled, and deemed to be satisfied and discharged. 

Although no accounts of the joint expenditure of the two countries to a later period than 
to 5th January 1815, were submitted to the investigation of a Parliamentary Committee, 
similar accounts continued up to the 5th January 1816, and showing the balance due from 
Ireland at that date, were presented to, and printed for, Parliament in the Session of 1816. 

But no statement of the joint accounts for the following year, and continued up to 5 th 
January 1817, was published or printed, until the whole subject was investigated by the 
Committee on the Taxation of Ireland in 1864; and no buoIi statement could then be 
found in the financial books, nor amongst tins records of the Treasury or of the Exchequer. 
It happened, however, that the private papers of Mr. John Smith, the officer of the Irish 
Exchequer, by whom the Irish accounts were prepared for the Committees of 1811 and 
up to 1815, hud been preserved by his son, Mr. Edward Smith, who at the time held 
the office of acting Assistant Paymaster General. These papers were placed by him 
at the disposal of the officers of the Treasury and Exchequer, who had been called upon 
to furnish information to the Irish Taxation Committee. Amongst those papers was an 
original manuscript account, in Mr. John Smith’s handwriting, of the payments in both 
countries on the joint account for the year ending 5th January 1817, thus completing the 
series, and which account was furnished to the Irish Taxation Committee, and appended to 
their report. 

From this paper, and with the aid of the Finance Accounts and official hooks 
of the Treasury and Exchequer, a complete account of the joint expenditure in Great 
Britain and in Ireland for each year, during the whole period from 5th January 1801 to 5 th 
January 1817, showing the proportions to ho contributed by each country, and the balance 
due from one country to the other at the close of each year, was furnished to the Irish 
Taxation Committee and to Parliament. This account was made up upon the principles 
adopted by the Committees of 1811 and 1812, and corrected some errors in the figures 
which had crept into the former accounts. 

The following abstract accounts of the joint expenditure for each of these 16 years, 
include not only a comparison of the estimated amounts of such annual expenditure in each 
country, until the proportional amounts, us stated to Parliament in the several budgets ; 
hut also a similar comparison of the amounts of the joint expenditure in each country, which 
were actually defrayed in each year, as it was finally settled, according to the principles 
laid down by the Committee of 1811 and of 1812, with the proportionate amounts of 
such finally determined joint expenditure. This last account shows also the actual balance 
due to or from Ireland at the end of each year, and the payments in liquidation of such 
balance, together with the final balance due from Ireland, cancelled in 1817 by the Act 
57 Geo. 3, c, 48, as stated to the Irish Taxation Committee of 1864.

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With these allowances the apparent excess of 43,551,907/. in the Actual Joint Expen- 
diture of the United Kingdom for the whole period of the 1C years, as finally settled, over 
the Estimated Amount, is thus reduced to 1,972,901/. This is a remarkable approxi- 
mation, considering the great difference in the amount of many of the years taken 
separately. 

But a more important fact is proved by these accounts, in reference to the amount to be 
contributed by Ireland sis her proportion of the joint expenditure of the United Kingdom. 
These two accounts distinctly show how favourable the mode of determining the joint 
expenditure to bo apportioned between the two countries, as settled by the Committee of 
1811, was to Ireland. Every point determined by the Committee was in favour of Ireland, 
and as the general result, she was thus relieved from a total liability of 5,674,087 /., with 
which she had been, or would have been charged, according to the previously existing mode 
of estimating the joint expenditure. 

It may appear to admit of doubt whether tho decision of the Committeo of 1811, by 
which they included some of these services in the joint expenditure, and excluded others, 
con be fairly justified upon strict investigation ; and it may be observed that the Com- 
mittee assigned no reasons for their decision, except in one instance, as to which, as will 
be shown, they evidently decided upon insufficient information.

1. As to the charges for management of revenue. Of these charges, which were so much 
lai-ger in Ireland than in Great Britain, in proportion to the revenuo collected, it can 
hardly be said that they properly formed part of tho joint expenditure of the United 
Kingdom. They were incurred for collecting the revenue of each country, which was kept 
separate and distinct, and which was applicable both to the separate and to the joint expen- 
diture of each kingdom, but in the first instance to the sepiirate expenditure. The total 
amounts of such separate and joint expenditure actually defrayed iu the 16 years were in 
the following proportions : —

2 The payments for inland navigation in Ireland were made under a grant of the 
Irish Parliament previous to the union, and as such were included in the separate expen- 
diture of Ireland, in tho several annual Budgets, until they were determined by the Com- 
mittee of 1811 to be joint expenditure. They were also of the character of local and not 
Imperial expenditure. The only analogous expenditure during the period in Great Britain, 
was that for improving tho Port of London, which was not included in the joint expen- 
diture of Groat Britain, and was iu fact repaid by a local coal duty, known as the canal 
and dock duty. 

3. The payments on joint expenditure in Great Britain for imprests, aftcrwnrds repaid, 
were excluded from the joint expenditure to which Ireland was culled upon to contribute; 
but this regulation did not apply to similar payments to Ireland, although considerable 
sums wore charged in her joint expenditure, which were afterwards repaid, either as im- 
prests or advances on loan.

4. As to the deduotion from the joint, expenditure of Great Britain, in 1806, of a sum 
of 900,000 /., as “ being a grant of His Majesty out of droits for Naval services, and which 
should not therefore be charged in the joint account against Ireland," it appears that in 
that year, Ireland had already been credited with a sum of 117,647 /. British, as her pro- 
portion of two-seventeenths of the grant of 1,000,000 /. out. of Admiralty droits, of which 
grant 900,000 /. was appropriated to Navy, and 100,000 /. to Ordnance expenditure. Had 
this fact been brought to the knowledge of the committee, it can hardly be doubted that 
tho deduction of 900,000 /. from the joint expenditure of Great Britain would never have 
been made, nor Ireland have been twice credited with her proportion of this amount; and 
consequently that Ireland would have been duly charged with two-seventeenths of tho 
sum, amounting to 104,833 /. 

In addition to the advantage whioh Ireland thus received from the mode adopted of Other amounts of 
regulating the accounts of the joint expenditure, there were other largo amounts with expenditure <le-

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1. The whole amount of discount for prompt payment of contributions to loans raised in 
England from 1801 to 1810 inclusive, partly for Great Britain and partly for Ireland, was 
charged to the separate account of Great Britain. The total sum so raised in the 16 years, all 
of which passed through the British Exchequer, wns 202,300,000 1. Of this sum 235,950,000/. 
was for the service of Great Britain, and 56,350,000 /. for the service of Ireland. The 
total amount of discount so charged to the separate account of Great Britain was 
2,791,551 1. 15 s. 2 d., including 176,672 /. 18 s. 9 cl. discount charged, in 1801, on the loan 
for the year 1800, of 20,500,000 l, of which 2,000,000 1. was for the service of Ireland. 
No portion of this large amount so charged to the separate account of Great Britain was 
repaid by Ireland. There are, indeed, in the Expenditure Accounts of Ireland, from 1801 
to 1816, considerable sums charged under the head of “Payments for the Separate Service 
of Ireland,” for “ discount on prompt payment of loan deposits, &c. but these payments 
consisted partly of discount paid in Ireland, and partly of other charges connected with Irish 
loans, sucli ns commission, management, &c. If this sum of 2,791,551 1. 15s. 2d. had been 
charged to the separate account of each country, in the proportion of tho total amount of 
these loans raised for the Bervicc of Great Britain and Ireland respectively. Great Britain 
would have been charged 2,270,215 l, and Ireland 521,336 I. 

2. Charges of Irish 2. Amongst these loans raised in England, the whole of the annual charge of which was, in 
loan of 1011 . the first instance, imposed upon Great Britain, was aloan of 12,000,000 /., iu 1811, of which

The whole of this annual charge was defrayed by Great Britain, no distinct provision 
for its payment by Ireland having been made in the usual manner by Parliament. It was, 
however, distinctly stated to Parliament that the charge so to be defrayed by Great 
Britain should he considered as a loan to Ireland. The circumstances were as follows : 
Hnnsnrd, 20 May In his Budget of 20 May 1811, the Chancellor of the Exchequer, Mr. Perceval, in rela- 
tion to this Irish loan of 4,500,000 /., “ stated he had no hesitation in saying that he trusted 
the Committee would agree with him iu thinking that in the present distressed state of tho 
Irish finances, it would not he wise or expedient to call on liis honourable friend (die 
Chnnccllor of the Exchequer for Ireland) to lay taxes on that country for the purpose of 
meeting the expenses of the loan of 4,500,000 1. raised in England. It was, therefore, his 
intention to propose to the English Members and the Irish Members of the House of 
Commons, that the expenses of that part of the loan raised for the service of Ireland should 
be charged on the Consolidated Fund of England, as a loan to Ireland, in order to procure 
die public creditor a permanent security, and for at least a twelvemonth, while an inquiry 
was making into the finances of that country, to hear the interest, of die money so raised.” 
With respect to the annual charge of this loan of 4,500,000 /., and of other monies 
raised for the service of Ireland in 1811, Mr. Forster, the Irish Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, stated, in his Budget, the same day — 

Hansard, 20 May « Jt W as not his intention, us his right honourable friend had already stated, to raise 
taxes in Ireland, under the present circumstances of that country, for the whole amount. 
The measure by which he was relieved from that necessity was a proof not only of great 
liberality, but of great wisdom ; and as Belaud was a country of ample resources, they 
might look forward to a future period, when she would be able to discharge the obligation.” 
The chavges on diis loan were, however, paid by Great Britain up to the 5th January 
1817, when the revenues of the two countries were consolidated, and no portion of the 
amount was repaid by Ireland.

It may he seen from the before-mentioned detailed account, furnished to the Irish 
Taxation Committee, that the payments for those Miscellaneous Services are partly for 
the Militia and partly connected with the management of revenue, that no sufficient 
reason appears for their being excluded from the Expenditure in the Finance Accounts, 
and that other similar payments were charged to the joint account. It may also be seen 
that no detailed information respecting the amounts of gross revenue applied to the pay- 
ments for Civil Government (Scotland), which were excluded from the Expenditure 
Account, is to be found in the Finance Accounts. In order to obtain the information, it 
has been considered desirable to search the audited and declared accounts of the receivers 
of the several branches of Scotch revenue, and of the Paymaster of Civil Government in 
Scotland, now in the custody of the Queen’s and Lord Treasurer’s Remembrancer, and in 
the General Register House, in Edinburgh. This has now been done, under direction 
of the Treasury Board. From these, the most authoritative records, the cause of the 
apparent discrepancy between the several amounts of payments for services in Scotland, 
out of gross revenue, has been satisfactorily ascertained. 

By the laws passed immediately after the Union witli Scotland, the expenses of the Civil 
Government there were charged upon the Public Revenues of Customs and Excise, as well 
as upon the Hereditary Revenues of the Crown in Scotland. These Hereditary Revenues 
consisted principally of certain Customs duties, known as the “ new subsidy,” and certain 
Excise duties, known as the “ Hereditary and Temporary Excise,” ns well as certain Cus- 
toms and Excise fines and forfeitures. It should be obsorved that the Scotch Hereditary 
Revenues wero specially reserved to the Crown, under the Civil List Act of George the 
Third. The total amounts of the gross revenues of Customs and Excise, including theHere- 
ditary Revenues, which were imprested for payment of the charges of the Civil Government of 
Scotland, appear in the income sheet of the Finance Accounts, under the head of “ Payments 
for National Objects.” In the expenditure sheet the charge incurred, not the amount of 
payments actually made, upon the Civil Establishment payable out of the public revenues 
of Customs and Excise, is alone Btatcd ; but neither the charge incurred nor the expendi- 
ture actually defrayed, payable out of the Hereditary Revenues also imprested, is included 
in the stated expenditure of the Civil Government of Scotland. A similar course is, in 
fact, followed in the expenditure sheet of the Finance Accounts, with respect to the 
Scotch Civil List Payments, as with those of the English Civil List; .the total permanent 
annual charge of the Civil List establishment, payable out of the public revenue, is set 
down as the Civil List expenditure in the year. 

The amounts so excluded were, nevertheless, quite as much a portion of the joint Imperial 
expenditure as those which were included. They were paid out of Customs and Excise

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duties levied as taxes from the King’s subjects in Scotland, ancl for expenditure for Civil 
Services in Scotland, in every respect analogous to similar expenditure, not only in (.treat 
Britain but also in Ireland, which was allowed to ho joint expenditure, and of which 
hoth Great Britain and Ireland were called upon to contribute their respective proportions, 
under tire Act of Union. , 

It is proper to add that out of the total amount so imprestod for the Civil Government 
of Scotland, a portion was repaid into the Exchequer, at Westminster, as “ Surplus Civil 
List (Scotland),” and made applicable, not to the public expenditure, hut specially to the use 
of the Civil List in England. In the latter years of the period between 1801 and 1810 the 
amount was 10,000 /. a-ycar j in the former part of this period its average annual amount 
was considerably less. As, however, the whole of the Civil List payments in Groat Britain 
defrayed from the public revenue were taken to bo joint expenditure, and ns also a further 
amount of hereditary revenue arising from the Crown lands and casualties in Scotland, 
and nearly equivalent t.o the total of the surplus Civil List, Scotland, was also imprestod 
for the Civil Government, in addition to the before-mentioned amounts of Customs and 
Excise, and was also excluded from the expenditure sheet in the Finance Accounts, and 
from the joint expenditure, it is evident that these surplus amounts need not be taken into 
account, so far ns regards the question of the balance of joint expenditure due from Ireland.-. 

It follows that Ireland should have been charged with her proportion of the further 
amount of 1,745,364 /„ joint expenditure thus defrayed in the 16 years by Great. Britain, 
2-17ths of which amounts to 205,337 /.

4. In L810, a loan to the East India Company of 1,500,000 /. in Exchequer Bills was 
authorised by Act 50 Geo. 3, c. 114. Of this sum 1,000,000/. was advanced on 29 June 
1810, and 500,000/. on 11th January 1811. The principal and interest chargeable on the 
Bills were to he repaid by 1st January 1812; but no part was so repaid. By another Act, 
52 Geo. 3, c. 10, all sums advanced by the East Lidia Company for war, or other expendi- 
ture in the East Indies, were authorised to he carried to their credit, in repayment of the 
loan of 1,500,000/., as well as any sums paid by them into the Exchequer after 1st 
January 1812. Under this last provision, a sum of 88,000 /. was so paid in 1812 ; but it 
appears to have been taken in repayment of interest on the loan, and the whole of the 
principal of the loan of 1,500,000/. was set off, in 1812, against tho sums advanced for naval 
and war expenditure in tho East Indies, the transaction being reported to Parliament 
in 1813. In the expenditure, as stated iu the Finance Accounts, the sum of 1,500,000 /. 
appears only in 1810 and 1811, as a “Loan to the East India Company;” and it was 
charged to the separate account of Great Britain. It is clear that, in 1812, it should have 
appeured first on tho income side, as a repayment of tho loan, and again, on the expendi- 
ture side, as a payment to the East India Company for war expenses; and that it should 
have been included in the Joint Expenditure Account, and 2-17ths, or 176,470/. charged 
against Ireland.

The attention of the Committees from 1811 to 1815 does not appear to have been 
directed to this provision, but reference is made to it in the Report of the Committee of 
1865, ancl to the evidence that Ireland was never credited with her proportion of any 
revenue thus received. 

What revenue to bo The only revenue received in Great Britain from her territorial possessions which was 
so apportioned. applicable to the general expenditure during the 16 years, from 5 January 1801, was 
that arising from the Plantation duties, and stated in the Annual Finance Accounts 
amongst the detailed Customs duties, as “ Remittances from the Plantations.” These 
duties were originally imposed in the time of Charles II.. and were made part of the 
aggregate fund by the Act 1 Geo. 1, stat. 2, c. 12, in 1714. Additional duties were imposed 
in 1733, by the 6 Geo. 2, o. 13. The Plantation duties were avowedly imposed for the 
purpose of commercial regulation, and as protective duties. They became part of the

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Consolidated Lund m 1786, and thou - produce was included in the Customs’ receipts until 
1848, when they ceased to bo paid into the British Exchequer, under the operation of the 
Acts 8 & 9 Viet. c. 84, and 9 & 10 Viet. c. 94. 

These Plantation duties having been granted prior to 1778, were exempted from the 
operation of the Act 18 Geo. 3, c. 12, passed in that year, by which it was enacted that 
Parliament would thereafter impose no duties on the Colonies, except for the regulation 
of commerce ; the net. produce of such duties to be always applied for the use of the 
Colony in which the same should be levied. 

The total amount of the Plantation duties received nt the Exchequer in 15 out of the Its amount in the 
16 years ending 5th January 1817 (and excepting 1813-4 - ), was 524,123/.; the average IGyenrs. 
amount for each year being 34,941/. The detailed Customs receipts of the year 1813-4 
cannot be stated, as all the documents were destroyed by a fire nt the Custom-house (see 
Finance Accounts 1814, p. 5). Assuming the above stated average amount of 34,911 /. to 
have been received in that year, the total receipt of the 16 years would amount to 559,064 /.,

Explanation of apparent Discrepancies between Annual Finance Accounts 
and the Balanced Accounts, now prepared.

It would necessarily follow from this apparent excess of Payments, that a correspond- Corresponding ap- 
ing discrepancy would appear to exist between the amounts of Income and Expenditure lletwoeu'the'unnuol 
of Great Britain, ns shown in the several Annual Finance Accounts and in the Balanced Finance Accounts of 
Accounts for the same period, as Btatcd in the preceding Return III., pp. 359-391.

No such discrepancy exists in the Accounts of Income and Expenditure of Ireland, these Sfa diMi-epnuoy in 
Accounts, as prepared and returned to Parliament, having from the earliest period been tho Irish accounts, 
kept on the true principle of a Balance Sheet. 



An explanation of the differences between the amounts stated in the Annual Finance Fiuanoe Accounts to 
Accounts and in tho Balanced Accounts, and of their causes, will also serve to show how lie found in Report 
this apparent excess of Payments over Receipts has arisen.

Previously to 1822, no general Balance Sheet of the Public Income and Expenditure Differences sotls- 
of Groat Britain appeal's to have been prepared in the Finance Departments, and laid before facton v explained. 

A balance sheet of the Net Public Income and Expenditure of tho United 
Kingdom for the year ending 5th January 1821 was prepared and submitted to the Com- 
mittee of 1822, and their attention was at once directed to the differences which appeared 
to exist between this Balance Sheet and the Finance Accounts, as well as to some appa- 
rent errors in tho annual Finance Accounts. Upon both these points a satisfactory expla- 
nation was given to the Committee, and they appended to their Report two Accounts, Report 1322, Ap- 
aliowing the Amount of difference under each head, both of Income and Expenditure, and pendix, No. 61 , 8(i,

The Committee found that those differences and those errors were chiefly the result of Causes of differences

The Accounts of Income and of Expenditure were, therefore, accounts of different kinds, 
and no time balance could be struck by comparing them together. 

The Committee consequently recommended several alterations and improvements in the 
form of the Annual Finance Accounts, so as in future to prevent these discrepancies From 
arising, and that accurate balance sheets of the Public Income and Expenditure should 
be annually prepared and submitted to Parliament. With this object, they considered 
that the Expenditure side should show the Issues made from the Exchequer, and not the 
payments by the distributing officers, and would thus tally with the statement on the 
Income side, of suras paid into the Exchequer during the year. 

In pursuance of this recommendation, the Annual Finance Accounts were thenceforward 
prepared in the form approved by the Committee of 1822. 

It may afford sufficient explanation of the differences between the amounts in the Annual 
Finance Accounts and in the Balanced Accounts, to give, as an illustration of similar 
differences, the following summary of those in the several accounts of Public Income and 
Expenditure for the year ending 5th January 1821, which were submitted to the 
Committee of 1822. 

The Income in the Balanced Account included tho following sums, which were not 
included in the Finance Accounts : 

£.19,000, received ns part of the proceeds of the Lottery. This sum was paid for 
Incidental Expenses, and was so charged in the Expenditure iu the Finance Accounts, 
but was not included in the “ Not Receipt upon Lottery, after payment of Prizes,” 
as it was not actually received into the Exchequer : 

£. 260,000 for old Naval Stores, this sum also not having been received into the 
Exchequer : 

£.52,993. 6s. id., the produce of the 4s. tax on Pensions, and 417 1. 10s. id. Fines 
and Forfeitures, omitted m the Finance Accounts. This appears to have been an 
accidental omission, which could not have occurred if the amounts on tho two sides of 
Income and Expenditure had been duly balanced. 

The principal differences in the Expenditure were as follows : 

The Army Expenditure in the Financo Accounts was less than iu the Balanced 
Account by 14,930/. ll*.4rf.: 

The Ordnance was more, by 309,293/. Is. 2d. : 

Interest on Exchequer Bills, less by 166,397 /. 9s. 9 d. 

These differences were principally caused by the Finance Accounts showing, _ as 1ms been 
already stated, the Expenditure according to tho payments by the distributing officers, 
and the Balanced Accounts the Expenditure according to the issues from the Exchequer. 

A further difference in tho amount of the Consolidated Fund Services, other than for 
the Public Debt and Civil List, resulted from the charge for these services being stated 
in the Fiminco Accounts, whilst the actuul expenditure was shown in tho Balanced 
Account. The charge for tho Civil List, and not the actual expenditure, was given iu 
both Accounts, the Civil List and other similar specially appropriated Balances being 
excluded from the stated Balances iu the Exchequer. 

A sum of 156,906/. 18 s. 6 d. was included in the Expenditure in the Finance Accounts, 
under the head of “ Payments by tho East India Company,’' but not in the Balanced 
Account, as not having been issued from the Exchequer. This amount of Public Expen- 
diture defrayed by tlic East India Company was credited to diem in tlioir cuiTcnt account 
with the British Treasury j but it does not appear per contra on die Income side in the 
Financo Accounts, where it must have found place if the accounts had been duly 
balanced.

Produce of oldNavy With respect to the produce of the sale of Old Stores, it appcai'B to have been tho 
and Ordnance stores, practice at that period (1822) to vote the full amount of the Navy Estimates without any 
deduction for the amount to be defrayed from the produce of Old Naval Stores, which was 
taken as part of the Ways and Means of the year. In the Finance Accounts, the proceeds 
of Old Naval Stores were not included in the Income, their amount not having passed 
through the Exchequer; but so much less was issued from the Exchequer on the Navy 
Grant, than was paid by the Naval departments. 

The produce of Old Ordnance Stores was deducted in the Annual Estimates from the 
Report 1822. p. 9. sum required to be voted by Parliament. , The amount of such produce not passing through 
the Exchequer was not included in the Income, as stated in the Finance Accounts. But 
Ordnance Expouditure in the same accounts, being not the issues from the Exchequer for 
Ordnance Sendees, but the payments by the Treasurer of the Ordnance, necessarily in- 
cluded tjhe whole of such payments which were made out of the produce of Old Stores. 
Navy bills and ord- The established practice of making large payments in every year for Navy and Ord- 
nance debentures. nance Services, by Navy Bills at 90 days’ date, carrying interest, and by Ordnance 
Debentures, tended also to cause a considerable difference in any given year, between the 
Amount issued from the Exchequer for these services respectively, and the amount of 
payments by the Departmental officers. 
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There was another cause of difference arising from the period to which the Accounts of 
the Expenditure for Army, Navy, and Ordnance were made up. In the detailed Accounts 
of Expenditure appended to the Finance Accounts, — 

The payments for Army Services by the Paymaster General are stated to be made in 
the year ending 25th December : 

The payments for Navy Services by the Treasurer are stated to be made for the year 
ending 5 th January, but they include large amounts paid by lulls at 90 days’ date : 

The payments for Ordnance Services by the Treasurer of the Ordnance are stated to bo 
for the year ending 31st December, to which period the Annual Grant to the Ordnance 
was voted. 

In each of those cases the period of the Expenditure, as stated in the Finance Accounts, 
differs from that in the Balanced Accounts, which are made up to 5th January in each year ; 
for each year taken separately the difference might amount to a considerable sum, although 
for a number of years taken togother this difference would be nearly equalised. 

Without going into further details, this explanation of the differences in the amounts 
for the single year ending 5th January 1821, may be a sufficient illustration of the differ- 
ences which must necessarily exist between the amounts of Public Income and Expendi- 
ture in the Anuuid Finance Accounts and in the Balanced Accounts, for the several pre- 
ceding years up to that period, which were made up on the same principles as those of 
the year 1820-21. 

With respect to any accidental errors or omissions which may be met with in the Annual 
Fiuauce Accounts up to 1822, such as those to which the Committee of that year referred 
in their Report, and which were attributable to the imperfect system adopted up to that 
period, no security being afforded for the accurate insertion of every amount on both sides 
of the account by striking a balance between them, it may bo added that certain amounts, 
both on the Income and on the Expenditure side, although they were received and paid at 
the Exchequer, wore designedly omitted in the Annual Finance Accounts, as being specially 
appropriated and not considered as part of the Public Income and Expenditure, or at the 
disposal of Parliament. For instance, the extra receipts of the Civil List, appropriated to 
the Civil List Expenditure ; First Fruits and Tenths, appropriated to Queen Anne’s 
Bounty for augmentation of Poor Livings j Canal and Dock (Customs) Duties, appro- 
priated to the discharge of special advances out of the Public Revenue for local 
purposes ; &c. There appeal’s, however, to have been no fixed rule for the omission of 
such amounts, and they arc occasionally stated in the Finance Accounts as part of the 
Public Income and Expenditure. The customs duties known as the 4i per cent, duties 
arc in every year included in the Income, whilst the Expenditure to which they wero 
specially applied is in every instance omitted on the Expenditure side. 

This explanation of the .system upon which the Annual Finance Accounts previously to 
1822 were made up is equally applicable to the several accounts from time to time pre- 
pared and returned to Parliament., aud which were based upon the Finance Accounts. 
Amongst these Returns, reference may he especially made to the accounts of Gross and 
Not Revenue of the United Kingdom in each year from 1802 to 1842, in which the 
amounts of Public Receipt in Great Britain and in Ireland arc separately distinguished. 

Attention may also here lie called to the Balanced Accounts of the Net Public Income 
and Expenditure of the United Kingdom, from 1792 to 1828, prepared for the Finance 
Committee of 1828, and appended to their Fourth Report; as well as to similar Balanced 
Accounts of Irish Income and Expenditure appended to the Report of the Committee on 
the State of the Poor in Ireland in 1830. No other Balanced Accounts of the Annual 
Public Income and Expenditure, prior to 1822, have been hitherto prepared and returned 
to Parliament, nor has any separate Balanced Account of the Annual Public Income and 
Expenditure of Great Britain up to the same period been furnished. The above-mentioned 
Balanced Annual Accounts, from 1792 to 1828 and 1830, were prepared from the same 
financial hooks and documents as the Balanced Accounts now made out and contained in 
the preceding pages, so far aB these last relate to the Net Income and Expenditure. To 
this extent, therefore, they ought substantially to agree ; that is to say, excluding from 
both sides the amounts of revenue applied to the costs of collection, and to the payments for 
national objects out of gross revenue in its progress to the Exchequer, the separate accounts 
for Ireland' should agree, and the separate accounts for Great Britain now prepared should 
agree with the accounts of the United Kingdom, after deducting the separate amounts for 
Ireland. 

But if the attempt be made so to reconcile them, many apparent discrepancies will still 
be found. The following explanation may be given of those apparent discrepancies. The 
Balanced Accounts from 1792 to 1830 were made up on the same principle ns the 
Balanced Account for the year 1821, submitted to the. Committee in 1822, in which — 

(1.) Certain specially appropriated heads of receipt, before referred to, and the expen- 
diture defrayed from them, were omitted. 

(2.) The annual charge for the Civil List was substituted for the Annual Expen- 
diture. 
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(3.) The balances on these several specially appropriated heads, remaining at the be- 
ginnino' and end of the year, were excluded from the stated Balances m the British and 
Irish Exchequers. 

(4.) The amounts actually applied by the distributing officers to pay off Exchequer 
Bills, and to pay interest of such Bills, were substituted lor the amounts issued from the 
Exchequer, and directed to be applied for these several services. 

(5.) The Balanced Accounts from 1792 to 1828, following the practice of the Annual 
Finance Accounts, also include, in the Total Expenditure of tlio. Miscellaneous Supply 
Grants, both the amount of sums replaced to the Civil List for advances previously made 
for Supply Services, and also the sums voted towards the arrears or deficiency of the Civil 
List. Although the sums so replaced were merely transferred in the Exchequer books, 
they could be brought in no other way into the Expenditure, the amount stated as the 
Civil List Expenditure being, as before stated, only the permanent annual charge. But in 
the Balanced Accounts as now made up the total amounts of the actual annual expenditure 
of the Civil List arc stated under the several classes and according to the issues from the 
Exchequer, and include, under the head of “ Contingent and Occasional Payments,” the 
sums so advanced for Supply Grants, which arc not separately distinguished under this 
head in the annual revenue books, as well as the expenditure out of the Special Grants for 
Arrears or Deficiencies. The amounts of the sums replaced to the Civil List in each year, 
from 1801 to 1816 inclusive, and the details, arranged in classes, according to the present 
practice, are shown in Appendix 5. The amounts of the actual expenditure out of any 
special grants for Arrears or Deficiencies arc specified in the Balanced Accounts of Great 
Britain for the same period, when showing the Total Civil List Expenditure. 

In the accounts for the United Kingdom, appended t.o the Report of 1828, the receipts 
and payments in each year between the two Exchequers were also oxcluded ; such as the 
amounts remitted from the British to the Irish Exchequer on account of that portion of 
the loans raised through the British Exchequer which wns for the service of Ireland, and 
the quarterly amounts remitted from the Irish to the British Exchequer to defray the 
charges of the Irish portions of these loans, which were payable through the British Exche- 
quer, such amounts being necessarily included on both sides of the separate accounts for 
Great Britain and for Ireland respectively. With this explanation, and allowing also for 
the different and more comprehensive arrangement of the Balanced Accounts of Gross 
Income and Expenditure now prepared, they will be found to agree substantially with the 
Balanced Annual Accounts returned to Parliament in 1828 and 1830. 



Result op this Explanation upon the Accounts op -toe Joint Expenditure. 

Further explanation It remains only to apply the explanation thus far given, of the mode in which the State- 

ns to apparent excess ments of Public Income and Expenditure were made up in the Annual Finance Accounts, to 
of payments over the apparent excess of payments over receipts, shown in these Finance Accounts, for 

receipts, 1801-17. the whole period of the 16 years ending 5th January 1817, amounting, as already stated, to 
15,319,527 l. 10 s. 1 d., and to point out what may he the result, if any, upon the amount 
of Joint Expenditure of Great Britain, of which Ireland was called upon to contribute her 
proportion under the Act of Union. 

It would be a very laborious, as well as unprofitable task at this distance of time, to 
attempt to reconcile in detail this largo apparent excess of payment in Great Britain 
during these 16 years. Such difference would inevitably arise from the system upon 
which the Annual Finance Accounts were then made up, and by which those sums only 
which were paid into the Exchequer were included on the receipt side, whilst on the ex- 
penditure side other payments were included which had been defrayed out of moneys not 
passed through the Exchequer. One single instance may bo adduced as an illustration. 
In 1806, a sum of 1,000,000 1. was appropriated by the Sovereign out of Admiralty Droits 
to the public use, and was actually applied, 900,000/. for the Navy and 100,000/. for 
Ordnance. As this sum of 1,000,000 /. was not paid into the Exchequer, having been ap- 
plied directly by the Naval Department, it does not appear on the Income sheet of the 
Finance Accounts, although the whole sum is included in the expenditure by the Navy 
and Ordnance Departments. It may be sufficient, therefore, to limit any further expla- 
nation to the effect of this apparent excess of payments upon the accounts of Joint Ex- 
penditure, and upon the consequent amount of Ireland’s contributions.

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It in obvious that this apparent excess of payments would not affect the proportionate 
amount of joint expenditure to be contributed by Ireland, except in the event of its having 
been caused by payments made out of monies which did not passthrough the British Ex- 
chequer, including departmental repayments, to her proportionate share of which Ireland 
was entitled, but with which she was not credited. In all such cases Ireland could fairly 
have demanded either to have her proportion of such monies remitted to her, or that the 
whole amount of payments out of such monies should be deducted from the joint expendi- 
ture before she was charged with her proportion. The only portion of the joint expenditure 
in which such a contingency could arise would he in the payments for Army, Navy, and 
Ordnance Services. It could not arise in the Miscellaneous Supply Services for a period 
of several, successive years, as the expenditure for those services in the Annual Finance 
Accounts is checked and balanced by comparison with the several annual grants, and could 
ho defrayed only by issues from the Exchequer. 

The following Abstract Account shows a comparison of the several and total amounts 
of Expenditure in Great Britain for Army, Navy, and Ordnance Services in each of the 
16 years up to 5 January 1817, as stated in the Annual Finance Accounts, and in the 
Balanced Accounts now prepared, together with a comparison of the total amounts for the 
whole period. In order to make a just comparison, the amounts of gross revenue applied 
to Army Expenditure, and of old naval stores applied to Navy Expenditure, are deducted 
from the payments for Army and Navy Services, as shown in the Balanced Accounts, as 
they are not included in the stated expenditure for those services in the Finance Accounts ; 
the similar amounts paid for Army and Navy prize money are also deducted, as they are 
included in the Miscellaneous Supply Services in the Finance Accounts.

The result of this comparative account is thus shown to ho that, for the whole period 
of the 16 years, the total expenditure by the Army, Navy, and Ordnance Departments, 
as stated in the Finance Accounts, appears considerably greater than the total expendi- 
ture, for the same services, according to the Exchequer Issues. This difference is caused 
by the defective form of the finance accounts up to 1822, and is to be accounted for by 
the explanations given in the report of the Committee of 1822, already referred to. It 
could not have occurred, or would have been more satisfactorily accounted for, had a 
balanced account been then kept. 

It should be borne in mind that Ireland was charged with her proportion of 2-17ths of the 
Total Expenditure for Army, Navy, and Ordnance services, amounting to 670,622,160 /., 
as stated in the Financo Accounts, and which was taken to bo joint expenditure, with the 
exception only of 17,803,940/., charged to tho separate account of Great Britain, as 
having been incurred before the Union, or otherwise not belonging to the joint charge. 
As, however, there is no direct proof that tho above-mentioned apparent excess of 
8,198,054/., in this expenditure, as compared with the Exchequer Issues, was actually 

paid 
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paid liy Great Britain out of her Revenue, and in the absence of any satisfactory data for 
ascertaining its exact particulars, it might perhaps be urged on belmlf of Ireland that 
2-17ths of its amount, or 964,4767., should be credited to her. 

Should it be so urged and allowed, and this sum be deducted from the previous stated Consequent and final 
balance of 4,392,087 /., it would consequently remain as a final result that 3,427,61 1 1. was result of net balance 
the amount of the net balance owing from Ireland to Great Britain, cancelled in 1817, du0 *!:?"} *' e l nnii _ 
under the Act 57 Geo.

From the explanation thus given of the mode of carrying into effect the provisions of Conclusion, 
the Act of Union relating to the settlement of the joint expenditure of the United 
Kingdom, during the period of its apportionment between Great Britain and Ireland, the 
conclusion may fairly be drawn, without reference to the cpicstion whether the proportion 
required by the Treaty of Union to be contributed by Ireland was just and according to 
her relative ability, that the provisions of the treaty, so far as they were applicable to the 
mode of adjusting the joint accounts, were construed by the several Parliamentary Com- 
mittees, and tire actual settlement of the accounts was cfFected, upon principles the most 
favourable to Ireland. 

That snch principles were then generally acted upon in the Imperial Parliament may he 
seen from the following testimony, borne by one who had himself been one of the ablest 
and leading opponents of the Union in the last Irish Parliament. In the debate in the 
House of Commons on 22 April 1822, upon Sir John Newport’s motion relating to the 
condition of Ireland, Mr. (afterwards Lord) Plunkett, said: 

“ I had been afraid that the interests of Ireland, on the abolition of her separate Hansard ; and Lifa 
“ legislature, would come to he discussed in a hostile Parliament. But I can now °*\ k° ri * Plunkett, 
“state, and I wish when I speak that I could be heard by the whole of Ireland, that v0 ' ’ 

“ during the time that I have sat in the United Parliament, I have found every 
“ question that related to the interests or security of that country, entertained with 
“ indulgence and treated with the most deliberate regard.” 

Again, in the debate in the House of Lords on 10 June 1828, upon the Roman Catholic Ibid. p. 267. 
claims. Lord Plunkett stated : 

“ I thought in the year 1800, that the Union was a measure of party ; that it would 
“ not bo acted on fairly, and that, tho inferior country would be obliged to Buffer 
“ without redress. I have been most happily disappointed. I know of no instance in 
“ which, when the interests of Ireland liavo been brought under the consideration of 
“ the Imperial Parliament, those interests have not been attended to with justice, with 
“ favour, and almost with partiality.” 

It thus appears that at the period when the provision in the Act of Union for apportion- 
ing the joint expenditure ceased, a considerable balance was due to Great Britain from 
Ireland upon the joint expenditure account, which Ireland was never called upon to pay ; 
that the balance so due was cancelled by Parliament without any statement of its actual 
amount, and without any final settlement of the accounts between the two countries ; and 
that, so far as can now be ascertained upon the closest investigation, the amount of the 
balance due from Ireland to Great Britain, which was cancelled in 1817 by tho
